A.F.OF L. OFFERS REVISED 
LABOR RELATIONS ACT 


Five-Man Labor Board with Curb on Its Power 
To Fix Bargaining Units and Changes in 
Representation Procedure Urged 


The 1940 convention of the American Federation of Labor unanimously 
urged that certain amendments to the national labor relations act be 
made. 

These amendments have been incorporated in the bill introduced in 
the house of representatives by Rep. Ramspeck of Georgia at the 
request of the American Federation of Labor. The bill seeks to enlarge 
the membership of the national labor relations board to five, limits 
the power of the board to determine appropriate bargaining units, de- 
prives the board of the authority to change a certification for a year, 
provides methods for speeding the board’s procedure, and gives bona 
fide labor organizations the right to appeal in representation cases. 

In explaining the amendments, William Green, president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, made the following statement on behalf of the 
A. F. of L, executive council: 

“The necessity for some of the American Federation of Labor amend- 
ments submitted to previous sessions of congress has been eliminated by 


amendments prior to such decisions. 

“The federation is now submitting a revised set of amendments 
that will serve the dual purpose of strengthening weak spots and 
obviating the possibility of a repetition of prior maladministration 
in the more important of its functions. 

“The federaton is requesting congress to enlarge the board to a mem- 
bership of five. Nothing has been more amply established than that the 
board cannot render its decision expeditiously enough. Delays have oc- 
casioned great hardships to working people, employers and the public. 
Py adding two members to the present board a major source of this dif- 
ficulty will be removed. The present board is overworked. It cannot 
handle the great mass of cases that come before it with the speed that 
congress contemplated and the purposes of the act require. 

“Our bill provides that ‘three members of the board shall at all times 
constitute a quorum.’ Because of changes in the personnel as originally 
constituted we do not at this time think it necessary to resubmit our 
original amendment calling for the abolition of the existing board and 
the creation of a new one. 

“We are requesting congress, too, to adopt our recommendations which 
limit the absolute power heretofore claimed by the board to determine 
appropriate bargaining units. By so doing, any board, present or future, 
will be prevented from imposing upon the workers of this country the

“Another amendment which the federation proposes will go a long 
way toward stabilizing industrial relations and insuring industrial 
peace. The amendment will deprive the board of the power to change 
a certification for a period of a year and will also deprive it of the 
power to change a bargaining representative for a period of a year | 
where that bargaining representative has been recognized under a 
valid union agreement. } 
‘Our amendment also provides methods for greater speed and effi-| 
ciency in representation cases. Until now the board has construed the ; 
act to require a full formal hearing before it may certify an exclusive 
bargaining representative. Even if all parties to the proceeding con- 
sent to an election without a formal hearing, the board has refused to | 
grant formal certification to the representative selected by the majority. | 
The amendment provides for the issuance of a formal certificate to the | 
designated representative when formal hearing has been waived. In addi- | 
tion, time limits within which the board must grant or deny certifica- 
tion are set forth. 
Finally, we propose an amendment which would grant to bona fide | 
labor organizations the right of appeal in representation cases. The need 


for such an amendment has been abundantly demonstrated. Valuable, | 


and ofttimes basic rights of labor unions are conclusively determined in 
representation cases. Under the present law labor unions are denied the 
right to appeal from decisions of the board in such cases. It is in accord 
with traditional American concepts that the labor union have its day in 
court to appeal from decisions that directly affect its interests.
